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DORSET MILL IN FULL SAIL. 


ERE, in one of the remotest by- 

ways of Maryland, the wind- 

mill is the most interesting 

survival of old-time industries 

and methods of providing for material 

needs before the unromantic buzz-saw 

superseded itand the spinning wheel, 

seeking to drive. them, like the stage 

coach and the poor Indian, into the tra- 
ditionary past. 

But the queer, quaint old Dorset wind- 
mills have not finished their day of use- 
fulness and refase to be jostled out of 
the way by the bustling steam mill. 
One must infer from the number of them 
in Dorset that there was no Don Quixote 
among our Cavalier settlers, charging 
down our roads with lance at rest to de- 
molish these four-armed giants. More- 
Over, one is inclined to believe that, 
should there arise a Dorchester Knight 
of the Woeful Countenance, who vowed 
dead y vengeance on these serial foes of 
his fancy, his visage would be trans- 
formed to the smiling rotundity of San- 
cho Panza’s if the miller’s daughter 
Were politic enough to appease his wrath 
with a hot corn‘'pone” such as the 
Eastcrnshore woman alone evolves 
from the meal bin and the egg basket. 
This golden bread ought, indeed, to be 
like the royal honey with which the bees 
Rourish one of their own kind into a 
mor: regal sovereignty. It is worthy to 
fosicr genius to fruition; for in the 
ma ng of the meal the strong north 
wi the balmy south wind, the nip- 
Pin. east wind and the spicy west wind 
len:) their aid; while the sunlight, and 
the musie of the whirling stones con- 
tribute some potent charm, though all 
the eaters of the bread are not, alas! 
aware of it, 

n the contrary the typical old Dorset 
miller seems to view life from his exalt- 


ed perch with a pessimistic orb of vis- 
ion, though there stretches before him a 
smiling landscape set in an emerald 
framing of pine woods; the windings 
of the gleaming river showing here and 
there in sheltered coves, the pictur- 
esque local craft sailing against the 
odds of their homely names of ‘'bug- 
eye”’ and ‘‘pungy.”’ 

To be able, from this high vantage 
ground, to look through the mill’s cy- 
clopean eye out upon a peaceful world 
that knows nothing of man’s inhumani- 
ty to man—out upon the fertile fields, 
the singing laborers, the loaded harvest 
wains—and deliver himself of such Ib- 
sen-like philosophy as ‘'’Pears like 
nothin’ good don’t never happen,” is to 
put the hearer of it at his wits’ end to 
reconcile himself to his belief in the in- 
fluence of environment. 

In the proximity of these old mills 
the city-worn man, weary with the din 
and traffic of the mart, feels a new at- 
mosphere enveloping him—an atmos- 
phere which appeals not only to his 
physical consciousness by the balmi- 
ness of its breezes, the biueness of its 
skies and the aromatic fragrance of its 
pines, but by every sub-conscious facul- 
ty of his wsthetic perceptions it is inerr- 
antly proclaimed to him that he has 
indeed 'tcome unto that land where it 
is always afternoon;’”’ elsewhere sought 
in vain. 

He congratulates himself that in this 
day of the ubiquitous tourist, when 
every suburban lane and wooded dell, 
every mountain retreat and Arcadian 
valley, has its charms tabulated and its 
distance from a lemon accurately set 
forth in the pocket guide book of the 
indefatigable wheelman, there is yet 
left—even yet—one vernal spot that is 
not scorched by the scorcher and where 


the long arms of the mills, the most 
leisurely of bread winners, seem to 
point enticingly to roads that lead from 
Nowhere to Nowhither. 

Day by day as he knocks about, tan- 
ning his face and filling his lungs with 
ozone, he will fall in with country folk 
whose forebears set up their roof-trees 
here as early as 1660, and who built 
these mills after the prototypes they had 
known in the mother country. These 
first settlers of Dorset were English, 
but an early local record makes men- 
tion of a resident herdsman as ‘'a Dutch- 
man,’ and it is possible that the few 
Dutch settlers gave the idea and were 
the first builders of the Easternshore 
windmills, as the Hollanders who set- 
tled along the banks of the Hudson built

similar ones there. There is one mill 
in Dorset, the one at Golden Hill, that 
is a veritable twin of the mill now stand- 
ing on the island of Nantucket, built in 
1746, the earliest one like it having been 
built there in 1666; and our Golden Hill 
mill is also a fac simile of the one at 
Newport. Butthis mill is of an excep- 
It is extremely 
interesting because it is the real Hol- 
land mill, with its body shaped like a 
hexagonal tower extending to the 
ground and was,no doubt, the germ 
idea from which the characteristically 
local mill was evolved; the later kind 
being cheaper of construction, most 
probably, and certainly easier to manip- 
ulate asa the little house-like structure of

SUBSCRIPTION PRICE. 
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For the last week the flour output of 
the milling centers was 32,000 barrels 
more than in the preceding week, and 
only some 000 barrels less than for 
the corresponding week a yearago. The 
increase was: in Minneapolis and St. 
Louis. Milwaukee mills ran lighter, 
and at other centers practically the same 
as during the preceding week. In gen- 
eral, the mills are on considerably bet- 
ter than half time, probebiy approxi- 
mating three-quarters of full capacity. 
Flour was at no time in active demand, 
though there was at times a good inqui- 
ry and offers at figures which were no 
inducement to the millers. The same 

eneral dullness which has prevailed so 
ong continues to control the situation, 
with dealers buying ot for immediate 
needs. Stocks are therefore not large in 
buyers’ hands, as a rule, and favorable 
prices, or prices that seem to hold out 
some inducement, would undoubtedly 
bring about an active demand for flour. 


THE decline in wheat in the present 
week enabled millers to do some busi- 
ness. This was particularly true of ex- 

ort, and there was more cabling be- 
ween them and spring wheat millers 
the first two days of this week than for 
some time past. Our cables today 
(April 3) report the flour markets of 
Great Britain as follows: Glasgow— 
Market steady with fair degree of activ- 
ity. Prices are without special change. 
Liverpool— Some little business has 
been done in the last week, but buyers 
have again withdrawn. London—Quiet, 
and some of the recent advance has 
been lost. 


Tue question of national granaries 
and a food eg department is again 
being agitated in England, and consid- 
erable interest has been aroused by a 
paper on ‘Our Food Supply in Time of 

ar,’’ by Capt. Stewart L. Murray, 
which was recently read before a dis- 
tinguished company at the United Serv- 
ice Institute, London. Captain Murray 
first called attention to the fact that 
Great Britain has no department under 
whose charge foodstuffs would be in 
time of war. Then he pointed out that 
the purchasing power of some 5,000,000 
of the poorer classes was so limited that 
if the price of foodstuffs should advance 
threefold—which would be more than 
likely in time of war—they could not 
exist without aid from the government, 
even though they should continue to 
find employment. But, in the event of 
a war with France and Russia, the sup- 
ply of raw material of various sorts 
would be shut off and trade with those 
countries cease, amounting to one-fifth 
of Great Britain’s trade, which would 
resultin the throwing out of employ- 
ment of 3,000,000 people, making a total 
of 8,000,000 for the government to provide 
for. However, should Great Britain 
lose command of the sea, so that she 
could neither. export nor import, there 
would be 20,000,000 hungry people look- 
ing to the government for their daily 
bread. This is surely a startling pros- 
pect and one easily within the bounds of 
the possibilities. Captain Murray next 
touched upon the consumption and 
source of supply of breadstuffs, show- 
ing that the total ——— in Great 
Britain is 29,000,000 quarters annually, 
of which 22,500,000 quarters is imported. 
Of the amount imported, 14,500, quar- 
ters comes from the United States and 
the Argentine. In his paper, he consid- 
ered the probable effects of a war with 
the United States and Russia. He be- 
lieved that by holding our stocks we 
could starve Great Britain into submis- 
sion. Butawar between this country 
and Great Britain seems so utterly be- 
yond the possibilities as not to be worth 
wasting time in discussing. Great Brit- 
ain needs America and America needs 
Great Britain, and when they fall out, 
the wise men of the offender should be 
incarcerated in an asylum for the feeble- 
minded where suicide is encouraged. 
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EveN should Great. Britain retain 
command of the sea, inthe event ofa 
war with France and Russia, and al- 
though America might be ever so friend- 
ly, it was pointed out by Captain Mur- 
ray that, in a commercial way, the peo- 
ple of Great Britain might be deprived 
of their American supply of breadstuffs. 
To show how this might be done, the 
speaker quoted from the evidence given 
before the committee on national gran- 
aries, by Mr. J. W. Harris, as follows: 


‘tNow, I will suppose it was the inten- 
tion of France and Rassia to bumiliate 
England. What would be their easiest 
course? Russia could stop all shipments 
to the United Kingdom from the Euxine. 
Meantime, the French could quietly buy 
all the available wheat offering in other 
countries, and store it there. If you 
look to the daily tolegeomse from the 
United States, you will see that they 
often sell from 1,000,000 to 2,000,000 quar- 
ters a day, both in Chicago and New 
York, and such operations scarcely 
affect the price. Three days’ purchases 
would entirely prevent the United 
States sending us another ounce of 
wheat till the next crop was harvested. 
These purchases could be done secretly 
by unknown agents. If I were a Rus- 
sian, I will suppose the French and 
Russian governments appointed myself, 
for want of a better man, tv act for 
them. If I were entrusted 1 think I 
could keep the secret. I would have an 
enormous credit, which the Russian 

overnment could easily give, for they 

ave a war chest, I believe, of nearly 
£100,000,000 of gold. I would go to Amer- 
ica and buy all the wheat I possibly 
could; 1 would act in Chicago, New 
York, San Francisco, and Minneapolis 
in one day. I would buy an enormous 
uantity, and I do not think my opera- 
tions would occasion much comment, 
because in each of these places, at times, 
there is a corner tried, and it ——. 
fails, and people would only think it 
was another corner being tried by some 
fool. If you went and told them that 
some particular government was buy- 
ing, they would not believe it. All sorts 
of canards are used by the bulls and 
bears there every day even now. 

‘I think you know that you can buy 
wheat, not only prompt and for the 
month’s delivery, but also for delivery 
at several months ahead, and thus stop 
any further shipments in the course of 
the year. Thatis to say, if you began 
about January when the crop is partial- 
ly exhausted, you would have no diffi- 
culty in buying up 6,000,000 or 7,000,000 
quarters in one day, and that alone 
would be sufficient to stop all further 
shipments fora long time. Again, the 
visible quantity in America in February 
— consists of about 7,500,000 quar- 
ters. It would not be very difficult to 
buy up the whole of that. Even if 1 did 
not buy up all the wheat on the spot 
even if I could not get it all,J could 
buy for the next month’s delivery—that 
means the visible supply; and if I 
bought 7,000,000 quarters of prompt 
wheat in February, and a good deal 
more for later delivery, I do not believe 
there would be any more sellers at any 

rices when my operations became 

nown. Russia would not put her stop 
on till after I had operated, and this 
country would not know anything about 
it till I had acted. They would thus 
practically prevent this country getting 
anything like the supply that is neces- 
sary to keep the people from starving.”’ 


A BETTER.example of the power which 
commerce wields could scarcely be giv- 
en. One or two men with a ‘'war fund”’ 
back of them might sit quietly in a lit- 
tle office in some sky-scraper in New 
York, and there wage war against, and 
bring to terms, the nation with the most 
= navy in the world. An agent 

y buying the visible grain — of 
the world and the next crop might com- 
pel Great Britain to humbly sue for 
peace, while her great war ships were 
dashing about, like monsters in impo- 
tent rage, in search of an enemy. Per- 
haps those who have taken alarm at the 
situation are borrowing needless 
trouble; and possibly the statesmen of 
Great Britain may see no cause for ap- 
prehension; and again, the very great 
expense of national granaries may cause 
them to hesitate about providing secu- 
rity against being starved into submis- 
sion in case of war; still, these same 
statesmen might, with rofit, turn to the 
beginning of the good book, and read 
where itis written—'tAnd he gathered 
up all the food of the seven years, which 
were in the land of Egypt, and laid up 
the food in the cities: the food of the 
field, which was round about every city, 
laid he up in the same. And Joseph 
gathered corn as the sand of the sea, 
very much, until he left numbering; for 
it was without number.”’ Such a pro- 
ceeding would be watched with great 
interest im the United States, and this 
country would doubtless part with a 
large portion of its visible supply un- 
grudgingly, not-to say cheerfully. 
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THe New England Magazine for 
March published an article on ''The 
City of Rochester, New York,’’ by po 
mond H. Arnot, in which the writer said 
of the flour milling industry of that city: 


‘The earliest induetry for which Roch- 
ester became chiefly noted was the man- 
ufacture of flour. verything in those 
early days tended to give the city prece- 
dence over other places in this line of 
industry. The wonderful water power 
of the Genesee river, which flows to 
Lake Ontario over three high falls with- 
in the limits of the city, the easy mode 
of transportation of grain over the canal, 
and the mah may J of the Genesee valley, 
were acom bination of advantages which 

ave to Rochester the largest flour mill- 

ng industry in the country, until the 
growth of the west and the difficulty of 
obtaining raw material as cheaply as 
formerly transferred the headship of the 
milling industry to other places, which 
now enjoy the advantages that were 
once those of the city by the Genesee,”’ 


NATURAL advantages are surely ex- 
cellent things and very convenient in 
any business; they have been the in- 
centive that has promoted many indus- 
tries; but itis the man behind the nat- 
ural advantages that develops the in- 
dustries and builds up great establish- 
ments. A 13-inch gun may be regarded 
as an advantage, yet with a blind man 
bebind it, it is as harmless as a sucking 
dove, So it is with natural advantages: 
@ man may have all there are, but if he 
is content to plod along at the head of 
a 50-barrel mill, he certainly will not 
add much to the development of the 
milling industry. Natural advantages 
are often greatly over-rated. Many great 
industries have been built up at points 
where there were apparently no great- 
er advantages than at many other 
places. In traveling through the central 
states, and from the northwest to 
the southwest, one will come upon 
splendid modern milling plants and 
groups of mills in most unexpected 
places. One will look about in vain for 
the shadowof a natural advantage, yet 
the mills will be grinding and prosper- 
ing. But on investigation, the inquirer 
after knowledge meets the owners 
of the mills, and finds a walking, 
breathing personification of natural ad- 
vantages; here are men who create them 
—make them out of uothing; know an 
opportunity when they see it and grasp 
it with both bands and a gaff-hook. 
Such a man builds up a flourishing bus- 
iness while others less blessed in a com- 
mercial way are looking about for nat- 
ural advantages. This is the good for- 
tane of the one and is not to the discred- 
itof the other; for if a man does not 
possess the commercial instincts ina 

reat enough degree to make him high- 
y successfal, nature and not he should 
be blamed. 


AN old miller of the northwest, one es- 
teemed and honored in the trade, and, 
moreover, an eminently successful one, 
recently predicted the humbling of the 
pride not only of the milling centers but 
of the whole milling industry of the 
country. He says that wheat-raising in 
the United States bas about reached its 
zenith, and that its decline will speedily 
begin. He argues that wheat-raising is 
an industry of new countries, and that 
other and more profitable crops will take 
the place of wheat here. He believes that 
the younger generation of today will 
live to see wheat-raising reduced to an 
amount only just sufficient for home 
consumption, and that this country will 
cease to be an exporter of both wheat 
and flour. Furthermore, the miller sees 
a large percentage of the great mills of 
today turned into factories for the man- 
ufacture of other products. 


Ir is true that wheat-growing, of a 
certain kind, is an industry of new coun- 
tries, for wheat can be raised with little 
labor and less thought on the part of the 
farmers, if they may be called farmers. 
Still, England continues to raise some 
wheat, and the land produces forty bush- 
els per acre where twenty would be re- 
garded as a satisfactory yield in this 
country. It is also true that more profit- 
able crops than wheat are replacing the 
latter in many of the older states, while 
diversified farming is cutting up the 
Soong wheat fields of the northwest; yet 
nere a factor steps in which is likely to 
stay any reduction in the average wheat 
yield of the country for many years to 
come, if, indeed, it does not increase it. 
This is, besides more careful farming 
and the fertilization of the soil, the 
breeding of more productive varieties of 
wheat, which work has already been 
described in this journal. Thus, al- 


though the area sown to wheat may be 
cut down very materially, the total yield 
will not necessarily be reduced. Wheat- 
growing appeals to the farmer, and if by 
a little thought and the adoption of bet- 
ter seed he can raise as much on half his 
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land as he now grows on all of it, he 
will continue to give up a fair acreage 
to the crop that requires no attention 
from the planting thereof to the harvest- 
ing. Then, too, there are yet vast tracts 
of land in our great west which, when 
reclaimed from the desert by irrigation, 
will largely be sown to wheat. 


On the basis of reasoning used by the 
miller, the wheat crop of the world 
would gradually decrease, for new coun- 
tries suitable for wheat-growing cannot 
hold out indefinitely. But, on the con- 
trary, every indication points in the 
other direction. The trend, among in- 
telligent people of the principal nations, 
is toward more scientific living. Peo- 
ple are no longer tied to the food of 
their ancestors M traditions. Reason 
is mixed with their food to a greater ex- 
tent than ever before, and the chemist 
is employed to tell them what properties 
foodstuffs contain and what elements 
the human body requires. Innovations 
have been made in this direction within 
the last few years in Great Britain, Ger- 
many, and America, the mention of 
which ten years See would have called 
forth nothing but ridicule. The trend is 
toward a simpler and better diet, which 
includes the larger use of cereals, and 
of these wheat is conceded to be the 
greatest and best. The use of wheat, in 
the form of flour, in the era of better liv- 
ing, upon which we have entered, cannot 
but increase largely. The chemist is 
now a recognized factor as an aid to 
right living, and he is also the court of 
last resort; and as he is unqualifiedly 
favorable to wheat flour, its consump- 
tion must show an increase. This, with 
the requirements caused by the rapid 
growth of the population of America, 
will, in the next quarter century, reduce 
the exportable surplus of wheat materi- 
ally, but not necessarily of flour.

Conditions in the Oriental flour trade 
seem to be foing from bad to worse, 
then? to a ary purposes they 
are already so bad that they can get no 
worse. Paget Sound millers would at 
the present time gladly welcome cable 
offers that would enable them to finan- 
cially break even on sales of surplus 
flour, but even in such an humble wish 
as this they are meeting with no suc- 
cess. About $2 40@2.45 per bbl in quarter 
barrel sacks, which constitute the best 
present cable offers, there would be quite 
a loss on sales, as $2.55 is considered 
the minimum price at which the flour 
can be sold and cover the cost of pro- 
duction. But even the present low quo- 
tations from the Orient are practicaliy 
only nominal. Local mills have agen:s 
at Hongkong, Shanghai and other 
ports, who have been “hustling” so ‘to 
speak to secure offers. The genera! 
tenor of their ropoete however, is that 
the means of distributing flour from 
these ports have been practically de- 
stroyed, for the time being at least, by 
the chaotic commercial condition into 
which the Chinese empire has been 
thrown by the war. As a result, all re- 
cent shipments have tended to increace 
the glut at these ports. Nor is there a 
disposition on the part of the Orienta! 
merchants to discount ultimate peace 
and stability in the country, through 
speculative purchases now—the reason 
being that with hot, damp weather in 
June, stocks of flour will spoil, and wi!! 
not wait in sound condition for a settle- 
ment of political troubles. 

* 

Puget Sound millers do not now expect 
to see any revival of Oriental business 
until autumn, and not then unless there 
is a settlement of matters in China. A|! 
they now anticipate in the east is the 
maintenance of a very small but fairly 
steady business with Japan and some 
good shipments to Vladivostok in Si- 
beria, so soon as the Behring sea is open 
to navigation. As forJapan, there have 
been recently rumors of impending 
financial difficulties, which might be 
precipitated in case of serious trouble 
with Russia. The business with that 
country is, however, all on a spot cash 
basis, so that flour shippers feel no fear 
in making consignments. There is a 
possibility, of course, that the Siberian 
demand may this season prove disap- 
pointing. Such large shipments were 
made just before the close of navigation 
last year, that there is some likelihood 
that that country may be over-stocked. 
It is usually the custom of the Russian 

overnment to make arrangements for 
mports of flour a long time in advance 
of the delivery. No orders from Vladi- 
vostock have, however, yet come into 
evidence. Local millers nevertheless 
will not give 7 hope in this direction, 
until June and July have passed,without 
appearance of the expected orders. Since 
the shipments by the Empress of India 
on March 26, there have been no ship- 
ments of any note, nor the least promise 
ofany. Ocean freights are unchanged.

Seattle, Wash., March 28. 
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More flour was turned out last week 
by 34,000 bbls. The quantity ground 
was 305,240 bbls, against 335, in 1900 
and 335,790 in 1899, ‘This week 20 mills 
out of a total of 22, are in operation, and 
the flour output promises to equal 310,- 
000 bbls. The market last week offered 
no special feature. Some mills did a 
fair volume of business at close prices, 
but others did not fare as well. e lat- 
ter class contended that they were not 
prepared to make the necessarily low 
prices, On the whole, less flour was 
probably sold than was made. The do- 
mestie trade did not take much flour, 
especially from the larger mills. The 
latter seem to haye sold quite freely for 
export, through the afd of the declining 
wheat market, eek og om etc. The orders 
were usually not large, but im the ag- 
gregate they made a very good yo 
Clear flour was quite a good seller in 
the United Kingdom, Glasgow even be- 
ing in the market. Holland also made 
some comparatively good offers. Local 
milisas @ role have first clear sold 
ahead and they are holding for relative- 
ly higher prices than are outside mills. 
With the sharp decline in wheat in the 
past two days, millers have been ina 
position to accept about all foreign 
offers made them and the bookings were 
consequently quite heavy. Patent is 
about 10c lower than a week ago, while 
other grades are held about the same. 
Lately the difference between patent and 
clear has been narrowing by one declin- 
ing and the other advancing, and stand- 
ing at about $1 apart, they are consid- 
ered as not far from a proper relation, 
one to the other. 


Our foreign correspondence is of a 
much improved tone, and indicates a 
decidedly hopeful situation abroad. 
One point emphasized in reports to the 
Nortnwestern Miller is that stocks of 
flour, not alone in this country, but 
abroad, are much below the average 
quater and the sentiment is growing, 
particularly among millers, that this is 
a condition warranting the expectation 
of a materially better business in the 
near futare, 

A WATER POWER DECISION. 


The Minnesota supreme court has 
given a decision in favor of the Pills- 
bury company in the litigation respect- 
ing water power rights below the ''low- 
er dam,” at Minneapolis. The case was 
that of W. W. Eastman et al vs. the two 
power companies, the latter corpora- 
tions being an integral part of the Pills- 
bury compet: The litigation origin- 
ated in 1899. Ownera of the 'tHedderly 
tract” on the west side of the river be- 
low the dam, asked for an injunction on 
the ground of threatened injury to their 
water power, It was alleged that there 
was a natural, but undeveloped, water 
power appurtenant to. the plaintiff's 
land, and that the right of the plaintiffs 
to the use of such natural water power 
constituted 'talmost the sole and entire 
value of their property.” If deprived 
ot ‘he water power, it was represented, 
they would sustain — and irrepara- 
bie damage, and ‘tby reason of the 
strictures of the defendants, the water 
did not come in sufficient quantity or 
for-e along, to or upon plaintiff’s land.”’ 
lie trial in the district court was a 
notable one owing to its great length, 
consuming 21 days, and the voluminous 
teclinical testimony taken. The dis- 
trict court decided anqualifiedly in fa- 
vor of the defendant power companies, 
an the supreme court now sustains the 
lower court, The supreme court holds 
t ‘a lower proprietor cannot main- 
t an action to abate and enjoin the 
i): ntenance of the improvements of an 
u ‘er proprietor, upon the theory that 
*" 5 improvements injure and destroy 
iter power appurtenant to the land 
‘uch lower proprietor, when it ap- 

) rs that hie asserted water power is, 

'' tact, valueless, and not capable of 
‘ficial development; and in conse- 
nce the improvements of the upper 
‘rietor do not appreciably or sensi- 
injure his substantial rights.”” En- 
‘er de la Barre is particularly pleased 
e outcome of the litigation, as upon 
fell the brunt of furnishing the es- 
ial technical data in behalf of the 
‘bury interests.

TRANSPORTATION AND FREIGHTS. 


The Trade Bulletin says that export 
grain rates out of Chicago are cut 3c. 

Under the new lake-and-rail rates, 
the proportion of the through rate, Chi- 
cago to New York, will be 14.lc per 
100 Ibe. 

H. M. Weston, with the Soo road’s 
freight department, is just back from 
the east, as is also A. L. Evans, nortb- 
western agent of the Western Transit 
Co. 

Ocean rates on flour do not show the 
strength that they did a week ago, and 
are really considered weak. After the 
large flour bookings of 10 days ago, 
there was not much flour available and 
business since then has been small in 
volume. 

The Pillsbury company last week 
made a flour shipment from Minneapo- 
lis for South Africa consisting of 68,000 
98-lb sacks or equal to 34,000 bbis. 
Out of Minneapolis the Burlington & 
Northern road hauled it in three solid 
trains, while at Chicago it was split 
into five trains, and was hauled east 
over the Nickel Plate road. The order 
was an exceptional one and the flour 
was destined for Durban, South Africa. 

Ata meeting of western and eastern 
lines and lake carriers last week, lake 
and rail rates on flour, millstuff, etc., 
were adopted upon the basis given in 
this department last issue. This basis 
is as follows from Minneapolis: To 
New York, 22c per 100 lbs; to Boston, 
24c; to Philadelphia, 20c; to Baltimore, 
19c; to Buffalo, lic. Rates from Duluth 
will be 17c to New York; 19c to Boston; 
lic to Philadelphia, and I4c to Balti- 
more. While western roads favored 
rates on foreign shipments on the basis 
of 20.3c, Minneapolis to New York, the 
Jake carriers and trunk lines would not 
acquiesce and therefore the same rates 
apply to export flour as on domestic. 
Bat notwithstanding this action, the 
lines having service via Superior-Duluth 
have for several days been accepting 
foreign business on the basis of 20.3c to 
New York, and guaranteeing such rates 
through April. In fact, practically all 
bookings of export flour for lake ship- 
ment so far made have been at the lower 
rates. Whether the eastern connections 
of the northern lines will share in this 
differential of 1.3c Poe 100 lbs appears to 
be an open question. Some shippers 
look for such a differential to be made 
allthe season, though it may not be 
done by tariff. Such a course has for 
some time been pursued as to export all- 
rail rates eastward from Chicago, a rate 
of lic ——e made on foreign shipments 
as opposed to the tariff rate of .16.7c. 
Should the differential not in some way 
be recognized, it- is- pretty certain. that 
present lake-and rail rates will. offer 
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ample opportunity for manipulation of 
through export rates.

UEREALS AND FEED. 


J.C. Woodworth of the Diamond Ele- 
vator & Milling Co. is in Florida. 


The advance in corn has caused a 
heavy advance in ground feed prices. 


As a result of recent meetings of the 
owners of the various oatmeal plants, it 
would appear that the plan for consoli- 
dation, as originated by O.C. Barber, 
of Akron, Ohio, was in a fair way to be 
consummated. Of course the oatmeal 
mill of the Pillsbury company and the 
cereal business of the Northwestern Ce- 
real Co., of Minneapolis, will form a 
component part of the new company, if 
it becomes a reality as now promised. 
It is understood that Mr. Barber’s aim 
will be to improve the equipments of 
the various mills and to so economize 
in the manufacture of oat and corn prod- 
ucts that not only will consumers be in- 
sured a superior quality of | et a but 
that prices paid will be relatively low. 
The capitalization is to be placed ona 
basis which it is believed will be rea- 
sonable and admit of the earning of fair 
dividends. The company will be offi- 
cered by practical business men of high 
standing. 

Though millfeed has not so far suf- 
fered greatly in price, there is a much 
less brisk demand for it and about 
everybody is looking for a shrinkage in 
values. The east is buying only ina 
limited way, with prices nominally un- 
changed. The west is still in the mar- 
ket fora good deal. Though the mills 
have run pretty strong, they were not 
able to get out enough feed to fill all 
March contracts, and more or less on 
track has been taken to meet orders left 
open by the default in delivery. This 
has helped to absorb current offerings 
and to sustain prices, Red-dog is easy 
and about 25c lower. It is too high for 
export business and some traders are of 
the opinion that it must go considera- 
bly lower. Others, however, do not ex- 

ect to see much more of a decline.

After a me | weary wait, the wheat 
market has finally given way under 
the pressure of sentiment and in three 
days has declined 2%c. The fine out- 
look for the growing winter wheat, large 
primary receipts, and increase in the 
visible supply were among the bearish 
influences which finally induced those 
who had been holding up the market to 
let go; and there is a belief that it ma 
now settle down to a more healthy posi- 
tion. May today at 72c sold the lowest 
on this crop. The lowest it bad pre- 
viously been was on Dec. 10, when it 
was 73%c. The Chicago market has 
shown even greater weakness than has 
that in Minneapolis, and the spread be- 
tween them was narrowed to less than Ic. 

The wheat receipts in Minneapolis 
last week were 1,268,000 bus, against 
1,692,000 in 1900. Stocks here are 16,727,- 
0v0 bus, compared with 12,865 in 1900. 
With light receipts in the next month, 
as is probable, this stock will no doubt 
have to be drawn upon. In fact some 
millers are a little nervous as to where 
enough wheat is to come from to keep 
them going until the new crop. 

Cash wheat has been fairly active 
a the week, all that of good quali- 
ty being in demand. Ordinary No. 1 
northern has commanded about 4c over 
the May price, while No. 2 and other 
grocer have sold relatively closer to 

ay. Compared with last Tuesday, 
spot No. 1 northern today closed at 1c 
lower; May at 1%c lower and July at 
1%c lower.

The receipts of wheat last week at 
Minneapolis and Duluth were equal to 
1,881,000 bus, against 2,696,000 in 1900. 

Conditions are quite favorable for 
seeding in the northwest, by another 
week, seeding will no doubt be in full 
blast. 

With the difference between May 
and Jaly of 1%c inthe Minneapolis mar- 
ket, there is talk that the two prices 
will widen to 2c. Only a week ago it 
was around 1c. This widening of the 
two prices will give the elevators a 
good carrying charge and they will be 
less disposed to make heavy deliveries 
on contracts May 1, instead changing 
hedges by buying July. 

Within the past fortnight there has 
been a substantial increase in future 
trading in corn on the Minneapolis ex- 
change. Local elevator men carrying 
liberal quantities of corn in store here, 
against which they had hedged in Chi- 
cago, have been rather nervous for some 
time owing to conditions in Chicago. 
They took into account the possibility 
of a squeeze in Chicago on May corn, 
and recent activity in that market has 
induced more trading in futures locally. 

Figures compiled by Secretarv Rogers 
of the Chamber of Commerce show that 
on April 1 the stock of wheat in country 
elevators (not including independents) 
was 4,860,000 bus, a decrease for the 
month of 2,440,000 bus. On April 1, a 
year ago, the stock was 6,760,000 bus, or 
1,900,000 more than at present. This is 
a fair indication of the policy of the big 
elevator companies to market their 
wheat. Tax assessment on April 1, 
has pretty well cleaned out country 
elevators in North and South Dakota, 
and assessment in Minnesota on May 
1 will bave a similar affect upon coun- 
try elevators in this state. Farmers are 
now on the point of beginning seeding, 
and until they finish this work, de- 
liveries of wheat by them will neces- 
sarily be very light. Consequently re- 
ceipts at Minneapolis are due to fall off 
heavily this month.

the Dorset mill is poised so nicely on 
the shaft that supports it as to turn, 
like a politician, toward every favoring 
breeze. All the machinery left in the 
Golden Hill mill is of wood. The use- 
less arms have evers¢ away and the 
outside wheel, attached to the pole that 
turns the roof-cap, is spokeless. 

Unlike the es rege eye of the typ 
ical Dorset mill, it has a tiny window in 
every hexagon. Argus-eyed is this old 
maker of meal, looking out over the far- 
stretching marsh lands and the broad- 
ening expanse of Pere river, 
where freebooters invaded the lower 
islands in the old time. 

Possibly the Honga became known as 
“Hungry” river from the fact that the 
tall mill could be seen silhouetted 
against the sky as the mariners turned 
into the channel miles below, toward the 
Chesapeake,and its mute suggestiveness 
of corn pone caused a free flow of the gas- 
tric juices in expectant stomachs. he 
high-pitcbed Dorset mill is peculiar to 
the eastern shore of Maryland. Whether 
the English settlers built them from

home models or developed them from 
the more cumbersome Holland mill is 
not, indeed, positively known. Conject- 
ure but adds another charm to their 
many attractions and the mystery that 
envelops their origin lends its own fas- 
cination to these unique survivals. 

One can almost touch a fairy god- 
mother, in a tall, peaked hat and bottle- 

reen cloak, hopping down the long 
shaky steps as one ascends them. And 
when one has climbed this perilous 
staircase and enters the little upper 
room witb its fresh, sweet smell of 
newly-ground meal, its sacks of corn 
its musical burft-burr of the great whee 
one is almost Bure one could write a 
Hans Andersen or right there and 
then.

All the mills in this city have been 
running full time since last report and 
have managed to dispose of a large 
share of their product. But this does 
not mean that the flour trade has been 
active for quite the reverse was the case. 
The demand was halting and unsatis- 
factory and the sales were made at lit- 
tle or no profit to the miller, the object 


being more to clear the warehouses 
than to make money. A few cars were 
sold to go east for biscuit-making, a 


part of the trade which never pays much 
profit. The general eastern trade took 
practically nothing. The south was not 
inthe market at all. Foreign demand 
showed slight improvement, but the 
sales for export were not large. Locally 
the trade has been moderate and prices 
have not been changed. Stocks of flour

The month of March, withall its natur- 
al adversities of weather and insects, 
has closed, and the reports from the 
world’s wheat fields so far show a high- 
er level of condition than last year. At 
home the complaints of winter killing 
are very light and the evidence of dam- 
age by the fly is much less than last 
year. Abroad,I have seen cables re- 
porting unfavorable March weather con- 
ditions and reports of damage to wheat 
in Germany and Austria-Hungary, but 
the barometer of the markets gives to 
the reports but small value. 

* *¥ 

This side of the harvest there is no 
change of consequence in the statistical 
position of wheat. Undoubtedly the ad- 
vance and firmness of corn have had a 
steadying effect on prices of wheat. The 
Argentine wheat movement is light, but 
the latest reports from Australia indi- 
cate a surplus of wheat for export of 26,- 
000,000 bus, which is about twice as 
much as an average. The latest reports 
from India are more favorable to the 
wheat crop than previously. Russia 
continues to peddle out her wheat sur- 
plus slowly, butin excess of previous 

ears. From Aug.1, 1900, to March 9 

901, her exports aggregated 44,457 006 
bus, compared with 34,241,000 in 1899-00 
and 39,596,720 in 1898-99. Russian ex- 
ports since Aug. 1, last, 6 te to 80,000,- 
000 bus, for the year, if continued. 
Exports of flour in the week equal 288,- 
383 bbls, compared with 189,085 last year. 

* * 

lt has been a week of quite narrow 
fluctuations in wheat markets, but 
prices have been maintained. It has 
not proved a happy week for the miller. 
The theory is that foreign as well as 
domestic stocks are decreasing and 
that soon the strife to purchase will out- 
strip the production of flour. The evi- 
dences of it today are very feeble. The 
demand is light and for profits, please 
look through the large end of the tele- 
scope. 

Toledo mills have made larger out- 
poe this week, compared with last. 

here is a lack of uniformity in sales. 
The National mill bas run full time, 
but hae disposed of only a portion of its 
product. The Northwestern mills here 
and in the interior have been on about 
two-thirds time and report a dull week 
in the flour market.

The general opinion with our millers 
is that foreign stocks are decreasing, but 
it is quite evident that the decrease has 
not yet excited any solicitude over there. 
The redeeming feature in the deal is the 
high price and sharp demand for mill- 
stuff and low freights by rail and ocean. 
The output of flour at Toledo in the 
week equals 30,000 bbls. 

Receipts of wheat in the week at pri- 
mary points — 4,132,000 bus; in pre- 
vious week 4,314,000; last year, 3,651,000; 
increase in 1901, 681,000 bus. 

The exports of wheat and flour in the 
week, from both our coasts and Canada, 
equal 4,495,000 bus; in previous week,

Our millers are, they say, becoming 
more convinced every day that in order 
to make a flour that they cap guarantee, 
and protect their trade in buying, it 
must be made of the best grades of 
wheat. If such wheat is used, the price 
of tiour made therefrom must be held 
relatively higher, owing to the cost of 
the raw material. This is also true 
with the millers in the northwest who 
are trying to protect their trade by 
making a flour that is not only in good 
condition now, but one which will re- 
main so. One can buy spring patent 
today at as low as $3.35@3.45 in bulk, 
but for a strictly first-class patent that 
will meet the requirements of the most 
conservative trade $3.60@3.65 is asked, 
and it is reported that these prices were 
this.week paid for such flour. Kansas 
hard winters are held at $3.20@$3.35 in 
bulk, with a number of sales reported 
for the better grades. Last week local 
millers reported a good foreign busi- 
ness, while the exporters or _ the 
middlemen did little or nothing. This 
week the millers have done practically 
nothing while the exporters on the other 
hand made some fairly good sales. 
Spring export patents have sold in Lon- 
don at 21s 8d@2is 9d and clear, of first 
quality, at 18s 6d in London and Liver- 
pool.

Millfeed is just as strong as a week 
ago. With the unseasonable weather, 
millers believe that there will be no de- 
cline in prices for the present at least 
and they are asking $15.25 for bulk bran 
and $15@$15.25 bulk for standard mid- 
dlings. Millers have tried to avoid 
booking any more feed than was neces- 
sary in car lots, as by doing so they find 
they often lose mixed-car trade in the 
the central states. 

Rye flour is to be had at $2.60@2.70 for 
white pure, and at 10c less for dark. 


FREIGHT RATES AND NOTES.

There is a strong de- 
mand for millfeed. Sacked bran and 
shorts selling in job lots in the Enid 
markets for $14 and $13 per ton respect- 
ively. The wheat plant in all sections 
of Oklaboma is reported to be ina 
thriving condition at this date with no 
complaints of damage from insects or 
other causes. A light rain fell in this 
locality March 28. Similar rains have 
been prevalent all over the territory. 
Corn planting will be general with the 
coming of a good soaking rain.

The milling business in Texas, espe- 
cially for mills where trade extends 
largely into foreign countries and ‘'isles 
of the sea,’’ continues rather unsatis- 
factory, these countries bein some- 
what overstocked with flour. ills do- 
ing principally a home trade and being 
favorably situated report business as 
fair.

Texas Star Flour Mills, Galveston: 
‘The wee business still continues 
rather unsatisfactory and foreign mar- 
kets are rather overstocked with con- 
signments which are being offered :t 
any price that the purchaser is willing 
to pay for same. It brings about a 
state of demoralization and mills who 
have a regular trade and whose branis 
are established have to suffer. The 
wheat markets also do not show the 
strength that would be necessary to 
help the flour business while the cash 
article is firm and it seems to be a 
scarce article. We however believe 
that wheat will go higher before the 
new crop, and also as soon as consign- 
ments are disposed of, the flour market 
will pick up and again become norma!.”’

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Very little change of any sort is noted 
in the flour trade from preceding weeks. 
Freights are steady, the former low 
basis of rates being maintained. Mill- 
feed is steady, showing elements of 
weakness behind the present stimulat- 
ing influence of advancing corn prices. 
The mills are generally active through- 
out the southwest, and most of them 
have not yet exhausted their wheat sup- 
plies. There is one feature to comment 
upon, notably the reports from millers 
in country districts whose receipts of 
wheat show a marked shortage of re- 
quirements, which is likely in the near 
future to compel either buying in mar- 
kets like St. Louis at. disadvantage, or 
a curtailment of their output. This 

romises to cause country millers in 
filinois and Missouri their principal 
annoyance from now until harvest. 
Cuban trade is active, but compara- 
tively few mills are fixed to do business. 
Prices have been satisfactory and quite 
afew mills, new to the trade, have at- 
tempted to get started in Cuba. A very 
active business by a few firms in New 
Orleans, selling to the South and Cen- 
tral American trade, is just now giving 
some mills a nice run of orders. East- 
ern business in hard wheat flour con- 
tinues of good volume. Millers report 
foreigners trying to buy soft wheat 
flour at very close prices. The 
output of the St. Louis and East 
St. Louis mills for the week was 32,000 
bbls.

In this department several weeks ago 
comment was made upon the fact that 
southeastern trade had been wholly 
wrested from the millers of the territory 
and that a large volume of business 
heretofore of special benefit has been 
entirely diverted to western and Ohio 
valley mills, and to the mills of the 
southeast. A prominent St. Louis miller 
points out one of the several reasons for 
this loss of trade to the southeast. The 
St. Louis elevators are operated with 
considerable shrewdness and notably 
to the disadvantage of the millers of 
the section, in so far as the use they 
make of western billing (from the Mis- 
souri river) to the southeast. Hard 
wheat from Kansas is billed direct 
from the Missouri river to southeastern 
mills. I¢ never reaches them, but is 
pumped into St. Louis elevators and 
soft wheat is substituted and applied 
on the remainder of the rate to Tennes- 
see and Georgia. The hard wheat is 
disposed of to millers here or barged to 
New Orleans for export. Thus are mill- 
ers of the southeast given a 4c better 
rate on soft wheat from St. Louis than 
could be secured on direct billing. The 
elevator man concocts schemes to make 
the millers think.

aye were prepared by a party of 
millers last week for the organization 
of amiller’s club. The object of the 
new club is to promote good fellowshi 
among the millers through socia 
gatherings, once a month. In the event 
of visits from foreigners, whom the 
millers wish to entertain, the club will 
take the matter in hand and provide 
suitable ways of showing the city and 
its milling industry to advantage. 

St. Louis bucket shops are irrepressi- 
ble. Allofthem are operating openly, 
some only on New York quotations, but 
most of them have Chicago quotations. 
They are nearly all centered in the Mer- 
chants’ Exchange district, and although 
hampered to some extent by the action 
of the Chicago Board of Trade, they do 
not lack for patronage. This illustrates 
that the bucket shop trader wants to bet, 
and he don’t care where the quotations 
come from. One prominent bucket shop 
was painted, gilded and mirrored, in 
new and extensive quarters last week, 
and its frequenters are not few. 


The general opinion as to the Illinois 
wheat crop now in the ground is that 
conditions are very favorable, the plant 
having wintered exceptionally well. 
The area seeded is below that of last 
year; it is estimated by the State Board 
of Agriculture at 230,660 acres or about 11 

er cent less. This deficiency is mainly 

n the southern and south central dis- 
tricts. The northern districts are not 
seeded largely to wheat, the total being 
only 39,720 acres. The entire area seeded 
is 1,878,900 acres. In a large number of 
counties the presence of fly was re- 
orted last fall, but present conditions 
ustify only the most favorable reports. 


MILLFEED. 


A decline in prices of millfeed has oc- 
curred. Millers are holding for prices 
which shippers do not feel inclined to 
pay and are selling a good deal to local 
and nearby domestic trade, at prices 
above what eastern buyers are paying.

CEREALS. 


Corn was strong all of last week, 
largely on local speculative conditions, 
and millers did not take kindly to the 
advance, because products were dull. 
Milling corn reached high price Satur- 
day at 44c, and local millers bought 
just enough for immediate needs at 
inside prices—434@43c. Corn products 
advanced 5c per bbl, but this did not 
stimulate trade; millers claim business 
is unusually dull. Following are quo- 
tations for products in wood, f. 0. b. St. 
Louis: Cornmeal, $2.10; grits, hominy 
and pearl meal, $2.40. Corn shipments 
were almost double the receipts. 

Oat millers are paying 28%@29c for 
milling oats. Receipts for the week 
amounted to 197,350 bus, with shipments 
194,810. There is a good demand, but 
only light offerings; the demand for 
milling purposes is not large. Products 
are sel ing at prices equal to last week 
and the demand is moderate. A little 
= inquiry was the only feature to 
supplement the usual local and other 
trade. Prices for products are: Rolled 
oats, per bbl in wood, f.o. b. St. Louis, 
$3.35; oatmeal, $3.65; chopped feed, per 
ton, $15.50@16. Mills are offering no 
oatteed.

hippers are paying $1.01% per cental 
while millers’ prices range from $1.03%

some extra choice article. The freight 
market is quiet at about 35s per ton. 
Three vessels arrived — the week 
under charter to a northern firm; their 
rates were 3ls 3d, 38s 9d and 4is 
38d. They are in .the market for 
recharter, and, as there is already 
a disengaged vessel in port, ship- 
pers are not anxious to pay over 35s— 
this merely shows the chances one takes 
in freight a, The March 
grain fleet will amount to about 15 or 16 
vessels, two of which are for Valparai- 
so, the rest for Cork.

The greatest drawback to the export 
trade is the decreased demand from 
China. An authority on flour here says 
that around the first of the year sup- 
plies accumulated in Hongkong muc 
more ie itd than they could be dis- 
tributed, filling all the warehouses and 
forcing storage rates from $3 to $7 per 
thousand sacks per month. This fact 
easily explains the decreased demand. 
The rate of transportation fell some 
time ago to $5 per ton in 5U-ton lots, and 
even that has failed to stimulate export 
shipments. The probabilities are that 
another reduction will be found neces- 
sary in a short time. The trade with 
South America is improving steadily. 
Transportation facilities are plentiful 
now, owing to the increased number of 
steamer lines. There is i eas 4 a 
shortage this year in the wheat crop of 
the west coast of South America, judg- 
ing from the increased supplies drawn 
from this section; consequently it is 
reasonable to expect a heavier demand 
for flour. So far this season Callao has 
taken three full wheat cargoes, Valpa- 
raiso three, and Talcahuano one.

There is a poor market for flour. New 
sales last week were almost altogether 
to domestic trade with no activity in 
that except into near-by territory—four 
or five neighboring states. Little was 
done to eastern markets and that by a 
few mills who have their goods well es- 
tablished there. The trade there did not 
want any round lots. Cables were out 
of line in almost all cases. Millers 
made few offers and where they were 
made they were so high as to bring no 
counter offer or one greatly reduced 
from figures named by the miller. Most 
bids for long patents were on a basis of 
2is@2ls 3d London. There were few sales 
to that market but some scattering busi- 
ness to other British markets on that 
basis are 3d higher. Something was 
done in clears on basis of 18s 6d@19s for 
medium quality. Generally millers paid 
little attention to cabling, it being plain 
that there was little change for business 
atthe difference between holders’ and 
buyers’ views. There was a fair trade 
in the southeast and south for both hard 
and soft wheat flours. Southwestern 
Missouri soft wheat mills and those in 
Kansas selling to the soutb are to be at 
a good deal of a disadvantage by the 
rapid rise in the price of soft wheat in 
this market. The price here has ad- 
vanced 3c in a fortnight while it has re- 
mained practically stationary at St. 
Louis. Prices of hard wheat flour here 
are not quotably changed. Straights 
are occasionally offered at $2.85@2.0 in 
jute but the ruling price is 10c higher 
than this and most millers hold for that. 
Good patents are worth $3.25 and there 
is some activity in clears at about $2.50 
for fair qualities. Kansas mills are 
making fair time. The Kansas City out- 
put for the week was 36,577 bbls, as com- 

ared with 36,200 the week previous, and 

5,253 two weeks before.

The close of the first quarter of the 
year finds the mills of the southwest 
running at an easy gait on current do- 
mestic orders with little flour sold ahead 
and afar from satisfactory 90 days on 
the record. All natural conditions seem 
to have been in favor of mills in hard 
winter wheat territory; from abroad and 
many domeste markets come stories of 
increased favor for Kansas wheat flour 
and from the northwest come occasional 
complaints of keen Kansas competiton; 
and with all that there has been but 
poor prosperity in Kansas. On the pres- 
ent crop the difference between the cost 
of hard winter wheat and the flour man- 
ufactured from it has been less than in 
previous years. This would seem to be 
the fault of the mills, yet there is noone 
to say that each mill has not tried to 
get the best possible price for its goods. 
The 90 days just ended, the entire crop 
year, up to the present, is filled with 
contradiction.

There is little demand for new money 
either locally or from the country with 
rates unchanged. 

C. Fogarty, peogeeees of a water mill 
at Junction City, Kansas, and well 
known in the central part of the state, 
died at Hot Springs, Ark., March 21. 
The anouncement is made that the mill 
will be operated as heretofore and with- 
out change of style of firm. Mr. Fogar- 
ty was a man of large means and leaves 
a considerable estate. 

The mill at Sedgwick, Kansas, owned 
by John Dick burned early on the morn- 
ing of Tuesday, March 19 with a loss of 
$6,000 insured in mutual companies for 
$4,000. The present proprietor of the 
property purchased it last fall and when 
he was in Kansas City a few days ago 
was feeling \much encouraged over the 
trade he had secured since taking pos- 
session.

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Strength in asking prices does not 
result in activity in trade, and the hold- 
ers claim that concessions in values 
would not result in increased volume of 
business. As the situation stands, the 
holders of good fiour are firm in their 
quotations, declining to make conces- 
sions, but are not moving the 
goods. Buyers shop for bargains, 
and as a result are pursuing an 
extremely indifferent course, buying 
as their needs dictate, but in no way 
disposed to stock up. Good spring 
wheat flour is held at about the same 
figures as last week. A few concessions 
were made during the week, but with 
the stiffening in wheat toward the close, 
the same old prices were desired. The 
position in low grades is just about the 
same as it has been for the past two 
months. Unsound flour is very difficult 
to move, except as feed. It has to be 
sold on its merits and for mixing pur- 
poses, according to the trade for which 
the buyer can adapt it. Winter wheat 
top grades are firm but quiet; low 
grades are slow to move, with the de- 
mand scattered. European buying is 
conservatively poor, and for the time 

. being the West Indian demand is in- 
different.

All the New York exchanges, have de- 
cided to close on Good Friday and some 
on the day following. 

A flour receiver from Obio mills says 
that his mills have been buying wheat 
from Pennsylvania, Maryland and West 
Virginia.

The suspension of an east side flour 
jobber was reported this week, with in- 
debtedness of about $5,000, largely to 
the rye flour trade of the exchange. 

The wholesale grocers are opposing 
the Ambler pure food bill as injudi- 
cious, and not until the matter has been 
thorougbly investigated do they believe 
it wise for any action to be taken. 

The adjourned meeting of the state 
commerce convention which met at 
Syracuse this week strongly recom- 
mended the building of the 1,0v0-ton 
barge canal, and appointed a committee 
to confer with the governor. 

A letter was received by W. B. Shear- 
down this week from the Salvation 
Army which strongly urges the saving 
of the flour samples used on the ex- 
change for the great good which could 
be done in a charitable way with the 
flour. 

In considering the situation, two lead- 
ing flour agents this week described the 
spring wheat position; one by saying 
that March had been the dullest month 
he had ever known, without the least 
change in prices; while another stated 
that on some days he had not solda 
single barre! of flour. 

The board of managers of the ex- 
change suspended about 40 members on 
Thursday afternoon for age ey of 
the gratuity assessments. ome of 
these people are taking the position that 
they ought not to be compelled to pay 
until the decision of the court is an- 
nounced. The brief of Mr. Blackmar, 
the attorney of the exchange, has been 
printed and distributed, and is consid- 
ered a very strong argument. Member- 
ships have hardened a little in conse- 
quence.

He 
served seyeral terms on the board of 
managers of the exchange. He was ap- 

ointed seeond lieutenant in the Fifth 

nited States artillery, and served 
through the civil war, being present at 
many important engagements. Mr. 
Hickok was prominent in the grain 
commission business in this city after 
the war. At one time he was a mem- 
ber of the firm of Hughes, Hickok & 
Co., which also included John M. 
Hughes, Judge Hilton’s son-in-law. 
He retired from business about 14 years 
ago. He was a member of the Union 
isaqee Club, the Loyal Legion, the New 
England Society and La Fayette Post 
of the Grand Army of the Republic. He 
leaves one daughter and two sons.

In instances 
mills, winter and spring, are ignoring 
the jobbers and making a drive for the 
smaller trade, while the jobbers, on the 
other hand, are meeting their opponents 
atevery pointand going them one bet- 
ter where necessary. It is a fighttoa 
finish, with the fur flying and with the 
outcome in doubt. One side or the other 
must go to the wall sooner or later, but 
it remains to be seen which it shall be. 
Meantime agents are on the anxious 
bench, not knowing whether they will 
be wanted at the w —— or not. any 
of the winter wheat mills are willing to 
sell at cost or less for the money that is 
in the feed, while not a few of the north- 
western manufacturers are also offering 
concessions, particularly for shipment 
after the opening of navigation, but in 
neither case has the reduction been 
sufficient to induce the purchase of more 
than an occasional car or so of some 
grade which happened to be needed to 
complete assortments. It was difficult 
to get over $4 for favorite brands of 
spring patent, while fair country stock 
was obtainable as low as $3.85. a aby 
clear was plentiful and in poor deman 
at $2.85@3, bids of $2.90 being solicited 
for Head of the Lake stock. Kansas

Benjamin F..Newcomer, formerly of 
Newcomer & Stonebraker and later of 
Newcomer & Co., flour and grain com- 
mission, died suddenly Saturday, March 
30, of apoplexy, aged 74 years. Mr. New- 
comer was one of the best known and 
most highly respected citizens of Balti- 
more. e was a leading financier, cap- 
italist and philanthropist, and was one 
of the original members of the organiza- 
tion now known as the Chamber of Com- 
merce. He was a man full of good 
works and his death means a great loss 
to this community. His funeral will be 
held on April 2 and will be attended by 
representatives of the various commer- 
cial, industrial, financial, benevolent 
and religious institutions of this city. 

William Hopps, trading as William 
eg & Co., has applied for the bene- 
fit of the bankruptcy law.

The Georgian bay French river 
scheme to which I have referred several 
times, last week for instance, is certain- 
ly taking a foremost place among the 
practicable routes for an increased de- 
velopment of traffic via the Canadian 
seaboard. This French river is the out- 
let of Lake Nipissing into the Georgian 
bay, and aside from its part in the 
larger canal scheme, it offers advant- 
ages that can be availed of even before 
the projected canal is completed. The 
Canada Atlantic railway has, during the 
past few years, through its connection 
with Parry sound on the Georgian bay, 
brought more grain here than las come 
by the upper river canals. The French 
river affords opportunity of establish- 
ing a second route as direct as the Par- 
y Sound Canada Atlantic line. If this 

rench river was improved it would 
give a waterway from the head of Lake 

uron into ake Nipissing, whose 
shores are reached by both the Grand 
Trunk and Canadian Pacific at North 
bay. This point is about 100 miles 
nearer to Montreal by rail than Buffalo 
is to New York; and while the water 
distance from Chicago to North bay is 


610 miles; that from Chicago to Buffalo 
is 1,060 miles; so that the saving in dis- 
tance is quite 500 miles. From Fort 
William and Duluth whose traffic comes 
through the Soo there is an equal sav- 
ing in distance to Montreal as com- 
pared with New York. Practically the 
advantage in Montreal’s favor is about 
one-third, and in such a long route, an 
economy of one-third in time and cost 
of transport should have a visible effect 
in attracting traffic.

LonpDoN, MARCH 20, 1901. 








During the last week, there has been 
a little shake-up to the market and busi- 
ness has been more active than at any 
time for the last six weeks. This was 
owing entirely to the higher prices pre- 
vailing for several days in succession 
in America. The trade seem to realize 
that America is now in position to gov- 
ern prices. 

The large crop of wheat that Argentina 
was expected, earlier in the season, to 
have to offer, no longer stands as a bug- 
bear in the way of better prices, since it 
is generally conceded that the Argentine 
wheat crop this year is much short of 
last year’s crop. 

The character of the stocks in the 
hands of consumers and factors over 
here seems to be such that if an advance 
were started and the trade believed in 
it, very active buying would ensue. 

There is a state of uncertainty in the 
trade just now owing to the talk of a 
registration fee or tax of some kind on 
wheat and flour. A charge of a shilling 
per quarter on wheat would produce 
something like £1,000,000 a year, which 
would, no doubt, be very acceptable to 
the treasury at this time. While to my 
mind it seems most unlikely that the 
British government would so far depart 
from its traditional policy as to impose 
any such charge yet there is so much 
of a feeling about that something of the 
kind may be done that many importers 
are insuring against it. ‘The rate, which 
was l per cent, has been advanced to 2 
per cent and yesterday a large receiver 
was given a quotation of 3@4 per cent 
for insurance against duty. It is easy 
to see why the importers should be a lit- 
tle nervous over it. If they sell deliv- 
ered terms for forward delivery, say up 
to June or later, as some of them are 
doing, and the government should im- 
— a tax inthe meantime, they would 

ave to lose the amount of the tax. 
This condition of uncertainty is affecting 
business unfavorably. 

In France the law passed sometime 
ago by the deputies regarding the ‘bons 
d’importation,’’ has just been rejected by 
the senate. Other measures are now be- 
ing brought forward, so that the French 
millers are also in a state of uncertain- 
ty, which handicaps business. They 
are furthermore seriously handicapped 
by the strike at Marseilles, which has 
now been in progress for many weeks. 
This peoveay the importation of wheat 
and shuts off the supply of ‘tacquits,”’ 
which the exporting millers require to 
enable them to export at a profit. 


THE MARKETS—LIVERPOOL. 

Kruger, Darsie & Co: ‘'During the 
week the wheat market experienced a 
fair recovery, culminating in an ad- 
vance to yesterday of 1%d per cental on 
the week. However, half of this ad- 
vance has to-day been lost, so that the 
improvement on the week is 4d tolda 
cental.

Compared with retail prices on this 
side, North American offers leave no 
margin, and besides several arrivals 
not yet disposed of and some goods to 
be delivered during this month scarce- 
ly any sales were made. Some busi- 
ness was done, though, in summer de- 
livery from the La Plata, but towards 
the close offers grew more reserved. 
Trade in oats was quiet, merely cover- 
ing requirements. America has ad- 
vanced prices a few marks and is offer- 
ing less than during the preceding 
weeks. Business in hour fell off still 
more during the past week, only a few 
sales having been closed with mills 
here for delivery up to December. In 
feedingstuffs prices show a further 
notable decline, especially for all sorts 
of concentrated feed.’’ 


THE MONEY MARKET—MARCH 19, 


During the last week money has been 
rather easier, owing to some large dis- 
bursements by the bank, but it has be- 
come firmer again because of a demand 
caused by the payment of an install- 
ment on a late issue of stock known as 
‘tlocal loans.’’ Though the bank rate 
remains unchanged at 4 per cent, the 
bank has loaned considerable money at 
4% percent. On discounts, the rate has 
hardened a trifle compared with rates 
prevailing a week ago. 

A banker informed me the other day 
that there was a feeling among financial 
circles in the city that the government 
would probably issue £50,000,000 in con- 
sols to take up some of the temporary 
loans that have been floated to meet the 
current war expenses. The idea is that 
the present generation will not reap 
much benefit from the expenditure of 
blood and treasure in South Africa, and 
therefore that some of the financial bur- 
dens of the present war may well be left 
for posterity to bear. If this issue 
should be made, my informant said, it 
would do a great deal to improve the 
general financial situation here. As 
will be noticed by reference to table, 
consols show a slight decline from a 
week ago. Possibly the anticipation of 
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a further issue of consols has some- 
thing to do with the decline. 

Business has been dull generally on 
the stock exchange, but there has been 
a better tone in the financial market, 
especially on the continent, and there 
have been slight advances in many 
stocks. Among the miscellaneous 
shares that have shown an advance the 
last day or two on the Lendon stock 
market are the Pillsbury-Washburn 

reference shares, which are quoted 
4 higher the £10 shares now being 
quoted at £10 10s. 

The operations of the Bank of England 
in gold are not very extensive at pres- 
ent. The transactions yesterday in- 
cluded the purchase of £37,000 in bar 
gold, and the receipt of £6,000 in sover- 
eigns from Turkey, and the withdrawal 
of £20,000 in sovereigns for Malta and of 
£10,000 for South America.

C. Moerbeek, of Amsterdam, Holland, 
has accorded to his son, J. H. Moer- 
beek, the right to sign the firm name by 
procuration. C. P. Haase retains this 
right the same as before. The firm of 
C. Moerbeek does an extensive business 
in various kinds of bakers’ supplies 
and for many years has been a direc 
importer of American flour. 

The committee of the London Flour 
Trade Association that called on Mr. 
Torrey, as mentioned editorially in the 
Northwestern Miller of March 6, feel 
that they have been put in an erroneous 
light by the editorial. They claim that 
nothing which they said could by any 
means have been construed as an acqui- 
escence in the increased landing charge. 
They are preparing a letter setting forth 
their side of the case. 

Sidney Smith, of Collier & Son, Bris- 
tol, was a caller at the Northwestern 
Miller office today. Mr. Smith reports 
trade quiet in Bristol with great compe- 
tition among the importers for bakers’ 
trade. The stocks of flour in the bands 
of consumers are not large. Some flour 
has been coming into Bristol from Can- 
ada this year, and a new line of steam- 
ers is just starting between Bristol and 
Australia, which may lead to the intro- 
duction of Australian flour into Bristol. 

The medical officer of health for the 
port of London, testified that the corpo- 
ration had spent £63,262 in the sanitar 
work of the port from 1890 to 1899. e 
added as showing the magnitude of the 
meat import trade of London, that the 
total imports of mutton from all parts, 
which in 1880 only amounted to 400 car- 
cases, in 1899 were about 4,375,000. The 
next four or five sessions of the commit- 
tee will be devoted to hearing the testi- 
mony of witnesses who speak of matters 
of fact of an uncontroversial character. 
After this, evidence will be heard on be- 
half of the London dock companies, the 
London county council and the city cor- 
poration. 

Mr. Phillips, whose death was recent- 
ly noticed in this paper, joined Mr. Pill- 
man in forming the firm of Pillman & 
Phillips in 1885. He came from Plym- 
outh in Devonshire and was connected 
with Mr. Pillman by marriage. The 
firm has always made American flour 
its principal business. Louis Barlett 
Phillips, brother of Percy Edward Phil- 
lips, opened the Bristol house of the 
firm in 1891, and two years later the firm 
opened a branch at Liverpool. P. E. 
Phillips retired from the firm four 
months before his death. He is survived 
by a wife and two daughters. Mr. Phil- 
lips was only in his 40th year. His 
tastes were quiet and he was fond of 
reading. For many years he lived in 
Croydon, but his death occurred at Fal- 
mouth, where he had taken a house in 
the hope of finding a mild climate that 
would agree with him. He was nota 
man who would be called aggressively 
active in business, but his pleasant 
manner and kindly heart endeared him 
to all with whom he came in contact 
and many who were on the excursion of 
American millers to Great Britain in 
1891, will remember Mr. Phillips, who 
was at that time secretary of the Lon- 
don Flour association, They will join 
his friends on this side in mourning 
his loss. 

Evidence is still being taken by the 
royal commission regarding the port of 
London. Mr. Cattarns, representing the 
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Short Sea Traders’ association, testi- 
fied March 19 that in his opinion such 
oe should exist as would avoid 
the necessity of going into the docks at 
all. He thought that the suggestion of 
free quays was a good one and that the 
expenditure of £1,000,000 or thereabouts 
would be sufficient to give all the neces- 
sary quay accommodations. This 
would be a great relief as affecting the 
present heav dock charges. The 
course suggested would be to place the 
port on a level with the competing ports, 
such as Antwerp or Hamburg. This 
would relieve the dock companies of 
the growing evil of the crowd of barges 
now in attendance upon vessels to re- 
ceive and load their cargoes. There are 
aproximately 8,500 barges and 7,000 light- 
ermen and apprentices at work on the 
Thames. Mr. Greig, manager of the Free 
Trade Wharf Co., advocated deep water 

uays which would furnish accomoda- 
tion for deep draught ships without the 
great expense of making new docks for 
their accommodation. These quays 
would relieve the docks greatly, and be- 
ing public, would at a mimimum cost to 
the ship, give splendid facilities to se- 
cure dispatch for '‘calling ships” or for 
‘tberth ships” intending to load in the 
docks. Neither rise nor fall of the tide, 
nor the tideway itself, would injuri- 
ously effect the working of these quays. 


On Wednesday of this week occurred 
the death of a distinguished member of 
the Dunlop family in Glasgow. While 
Dr. James Dunlop was not connected 
with the flour trade, yet the name of 
Dunlop is so closely associated with 
this trade in Glasgow that some refer- 
ence to Dr. Dunlop seems fitting in this 
journal. He came to Glasgow about 5) 
years ago with his brothers Archibald, 
Nathaniel and Matthew. All the broth- 
ers made their mark. Nathaniel Dun- 
lop is now the head of the Allan line of 
steamers and Matthew Dunlop is the 
head of the firm of eee 3 Bros. Dr. 
Dunlop was a distinguished surgeon 
who took an active part in the manage- 
ment of various Glasgow hospitals and 
medical institutions. For many years 
he was professor of surgery in Ander- 
son’s college. Among other appoint- 
ments held by himn was that of medico- 
legal adviser to the crown and great re- 
liance was placed on his judgment by 
the courts. He was ever ready to serve 
his country for at the outbreak of the 
Crimean war he volunteered for the 
front, but was declined on account of 
his youth. He again volunteered for 
the South African war and was then told 
that he was too old. Still he was ac- 
cepted and went out as  paaree | surgeon 
cna peoeeye and was placed in charge 
of several of the surgical wards at the 
bel bees | base hospital, where he did 
splendid service. One of his favorite 

ursuits was the study of natural bis- 
ory and he was a recognized authority 
on the subject of birds and fishes.

A. L. Searle and F. T. Heffelfinger of 
the Peavey Elevator Co., and U. F. Hag- 
lin, contractor, were at the Head of the 
Lakes last week making preparations 
to build the second half of the concrete 
storage elevator jastas soon as the frost 
disappears. The bin that gave way last 
fall will be repaired by building anoth- 
er bin inside it. Theconcrete bins have 
been filled with grain and are entirely 
satisfactory. 

Charles H. Thornton, of Duluth, is 
making an effort to introduce Argen- 
tine flaxseed into the northwest for the 
purpose of improving the standard of 
flaxseed raised in the territory that 
finds its market at the head of the lakes. 
Mr. Thornton is now importing 8,000 
bus of Argentine seed and has practi- 
cally placed all of it. He arranged with 
a Buenos Aires exporting house to pick 
out the seed for him and to get the best 
quality. The class of seed raised in the 
northwest has been deteriorating some- 
what, the last two crops being poorer in 
quality than in former years. Mr. 
Thornton believes that if the seed raised 
last yearis to be used for seed, as it 
necessarily must be, to a considerable 
extent, the quality this year will be 
even poorer. He thinks a complete 
change of seed is the only way to bring 
the seed up to its former standard.

The slight advance in 
wheat values was the cause of an in- 
crease in the prices asked for flour, but 
no sales were made at the advance, and 
towards the end of the week flour 
values weakened again so that quota- 
tions are now about where they were a 
week ago. There is an absence of any 
speculative inquiry shown by the trade, 
which only purchases when some par- 
ticular brand is required. Prices seem 
tu cut but little figure in the views of 
buyers, although it seems to be the gen- 
eral belief that lower values will soon 
prevail. The jobbers and other receiv- 
ers report a dull demand from their 
customers, and stocks, while small, are 
ample for all demands made. upon 
them. The range for spring wheat 
patents is $4.20@4.35 per bbl for Minne- 
sota brands, with one fancy Minneapo- 
lis patent held higher, but few sales 
have been made above $4.25. Mil- 
waukee patents are offered at $4.15, with 
a few sales reported at that price. 
Winter wheat flours are quiet, especial- 
ly for Michigan, Ohio and Indiana 
brands. Michigan patents are quotable 
at $3.90@4.10, with clears, $3.50@3.65 and 
straights, $3.65@3.75.

W. A. Blair, of the Blair Milling Co., 
Atchison, Kansas, paid a flying visit to 
Boston this week. 

During the past two weeks ocean 
freights from this port to Liverpool and 
London have advanced 25 per cent on 
package freight, while grain freights 
have also been advanced. 

Steamer Saxonia, which sailed on 
Saturday for Liverpool, upon her arriv- 
al at that port will undergo extensive 
repairs, increasing her cabin passenger 
accommodations. About three weeks 
will be taken to make the necessary al- 
terations. 

The change from the winter to the 
summer load line of the ocean steam- 
ships between this port and European 
ports went into effect Aprill. Steam- 
ers are thus enabled to carry several 
hundred tons more cargo than during 
the winter months. 

The Allan line has just purchased 
from Furness, Withy & Co. a large 
steamer now nearing completion which 
will be ready for delivery in April. She 
is 450 ft. long, 9,650 tons dead weight; 
has accommodation for 500 head of cattle 
and will be capable of steaming at the 
rate of 12 knots per hour. 

The London Board of Trade has re- 
ceived through the foreign office a ma- 
rine glass which has been awarded by 
President McKinley to Captain Alex- 
ander J. Stewart of the Allan line 
steamer Corean, which sailed from here 
on ‘Tuesday for Glasgow. The award 
was made in recognition of Captain 
Stewart’s humane services to the crew 
of the American fishing schooner Anglo 
Saxon on Dec. 13 last. 

The improvements now under way at 
the Allan line piers at Mystic wharf give 
three additional berths where grain may 
be loaded. The grain galleries, which 
are elevated sheds through which the 
belts and grain cups travel from the 
elevator to the spouts, now extend along 
the northerly side of the elevator pier. 
This gives five grain berths. Another 
improvement in the Boston & Maine 
terminals at Charleston is the overhead 
galleries, by means of which passenger 
and freight traffic are to be separated at 
the Dominion line piers, Hoosac Tunnel 
docks, which will make the facilities 
for handling passengers at this terminal 
among the finest in the country.

The strike of the marine engi- 
neers may delay the opening. The en- 
gineers have not yet settled their diffi- 
culty, and it is not thought they will 
unless their position is changed. Should 
they continue in their present position, 
lake traffic will be crippled because 
they are a class of men not easily re- 
placed. 

The canal enlargement committee 
which was organized in this city several 
months ago for the purpose of urging 
the legislature to build a 1,000-ton =: 
canal, has not achieved its aim. The 
committee maintained a big bureau in 
this city and worked hard to stir up the 
SS of the state to the belief that a 

arge canal would be an excellent 
agency with which to increase the com- 
mercial interests of the state. Every 
one seemed to favor the plan and it was 
expected that Governor Odell would 
recom mend the construction of the barge 
canal, the cost of which was estimated 
at about $75,000,000. The governor didn’t 
do so. He recommended the adoption 
of what is known as the Seymour plan, 
which provides for the improve- 
ment of the waterway at a cost of 
about $20,000,000. The members of the 
Buffalo committee were disappointed, 
and they, with representative men 
from the Merchants’ Exchange, went to 
the Syracuse. state commerce conven- 
tion and stated openly that they were 
opposed tothe improvement of the canal 
on the Seymour plan. They succeeded 
in having resolutions — favoring 
an improvement which is better than 
that specified in the Seymour plan, buat 
not so good as that outlined in the barge 
plan. The result of the conference was 
transmitted to the governor and it is 
hoped that he will see fit to make a new 
recommendation. The barge canal pro- 
position,which was the golden dream of 
canal men all through the state, has 
has been dropped.
